Auiw. We find ’tis a Catholick who propofes the 
query, by his quoting the Text out of the Khemifh 
Tranilation ; though we fhajl much eafier anfwer why 
we omit the Cuftom, than thofe of his Communion, 
why they {till make ule ont. And that they may have 
all 1ait play pofibic, we'll endeavour to iy chia the 
full force of their Arguments for this practice, which 
mav be met with in their Annotations on the place, and 
other Writers ; Omitting, and not returning their foul 
Language, of Unbelievers, Hereticks, Mifcreaxts, &c. 
which chey there fo plentifully load us with. They 
{ay for themielves, 

1. That the Sacrament of Extream Unition was infii- 
tuted by Chrift himfelf; and that Venerable Bede, and 
other Ancient Writers, think the 6b of St. diark per- 
tains thereto. 

2. They ask what Difhonour is it toGod that a Sa- 
crament fhould be inftituted in the matter of Oy! any 
more than Water ? Why Grace mayn't be annexed to 
one any more than the othet ?

5. Nature teaches to feek Health by all lawful means, 
God does the fame, in the command, Thou fhalt nor Kill, 
You think he alfo bids you do it in the Apocrypki, Give 
place to the Phytitian, for the Lord bath created him, The 
Nobier the Phyfitian the better, the furer the mean: f 
the more detirable. Miracles, you grant were lawful 
means, and the Nobleft of any other: therefore the Y 
were as much requird to be ufed, fince the power not 
given in vain. 

6. All the three words here usd, plainly relate to the 
Roly, EO ot, tye edi, wxuwerlx, To fave (as he 


fav'd others, humfelf he cannot) to lift up the Sick, or 
Bediid. But their Unétion is not toCure the Body, 
feldom or never with expectation of it, why cl do they 
call it Extreme 2? Therefore not the fame with that in 
the Text, nor to be grounded on it, as fome of their 
own Authors ingeniouily confels, 

. There's no necefiity of 4// having this miraculous 
cifs, ‘tis caough if fome had it in all Charebes ; which 
"tis very reafonable to believe they had the Gift of Mi- 
racles, and particularly beslizg, being then conitantly 
beftowed at the pouring ous of the Holy Ghof?, aswe learn 
from ihe Hiltory of Simoa Magus, For the Mbicttion, 
None then would have died: It lies almof as full a- 
gainft the Miracles of all the Apoftles, at leaft while a- 
mong their Converts. But ‘tis ealily anfwered ; Mira- 
cles were only to be wrought where and when God’s 
Glory requir’d em, and where, asbeforce, he gave the 
miraculous Faith to beal and to be healed, 

§. This has been partly anfwercd, and there needs 
litrle more than repeating what has been faid, for its 
full fatisfaétion. Several of St. Paul's Precepts were 
plainly semporary, as wellasthis of St. Fumes, and yet 
molt of their Writings to be a perpetual Rule. What 
St. Paul fays of Prophecying; as before, was temporary, 
if not alfo that of Marriage.
